A panel discussion on the 
question “ls God Dead?” will be 
held at 7:30 tomorraw evening 
in the Union Ballroom as part 
of a sy¥mposium on radical 
theslogy sponsored by the Uni- 
versity chaplains and the Inter 
relisious Council, 


Dr. Fred Wudson of Colby 
College, Waterville, Maine will 
open the conversation by pro 
pusing that God is dead. His 
views on the topic, though prop- 
erly his own, are closely aligned 
with those of William Hamilton 
and Thomas Altizer who were 
featured in ‘Time a year ago 
Since then Dr. Hudson has gain. 
ed fame because of his many 
articles and frequent leetures.

interviews are being conducted. 

Forty-four of the 69 employ. 
ers are in the fields of business 
and industry, 13 in education, 
Steven in government, and five 
in other non-profit services, Mr. 
Stockard said. 

During the six years in which 
the placement service has con- 
ducted R.l, Opportunity Week, 
the number of Rhode Island 
employers conducting inter. 
views at URI has risen from 24 
to 69. In this period the per- 
centage of those remaiing in 
Rhode Island to work has in- 
creased from 31 per cetil to 44.6 
per cent.

An analysis gow being pre- 
pared of the class that graduat- 
ed last June shows thal of the 
399 know to be employed, 178 
or 44.6 per cent were emploved 
in Rhode Island Of these 928 
were Rhode Island reswdernts, In 
addition, 12 out-of-state students 
remained in Rhode Island. 

The analysis shows that in the 
class total of 718 students. 164 
entered graduate schoul, 78 the 
military service, 47 were in oth- 
er activilies, such as the Pewee 
Corps, Marriage, or travel: 11 
were unemployed, 82 did not re- 
port their postgraduate activi- 
ties. and 399 were employed. 


Of those employed in Rhode 
Island, 132 were in the fields of 
health. education, welfare and 
recreation; 23 in business and 
industry (non-teaching); 13. in 
business and industry (science 
and engineering); two in local 
government and eight in the 
Federal government. 

“The breakdown thus indi- 
cates that almost half of the 
students who are Rhode Island 
residents were employed in 
Rhode Island,” Mr. Stockard 
said.

The largest single project will 
be undertaken by the URI Bu- 
reau of Government Research 
which will use its $24,816 grant 
for training of local officials and 
employees in the state’s 39 
cities and towns. 

The URI programs include 
training in administrative pian- 
agement for municipal depart- 
ment heads and their immediate 
<ubordinates: institutes, schools, 
short courses, and conferences 
for such officials as city and 
ijown councilmen and law en-- 
forcement officers; manage- 
ment and technical training for 
persons working im the areas ol 
public health nursing, public 
works and highways, and public 
welfare, and seminars for pol-| 
i¢v-making officials. | 

Another URT project calls for 
$500 in federal funds to pro- 
vide an advisory service to cl 
ties and towns for soil, water 
and vegetation management, 

Mr. O'Neill said other pro- 
erams in the State will be fund- 
ed as soon as program objec- 
tives and procedures have been 
clarified. The funds will come 
from a state allotment of $121,- 
784 approved by the Office of 
Education in January. Institu- 
tions receiving grants must 
make a 25 per cent contribution 
to the project's costs.

trol of university authorities as it is at 

Here at Kingston. grants in aid to students with 
athletic ability are handled by the committee on 
financial wid to students. Our present policies te 
sarding such aid are governed by agreements amonp 
the six presidents of the New England state univer- 
sites which constitute the Yankee Conference. Our 
financial aid provisions are stricter than those a|- 
lowed by the National Collegiate Athletic Assoeia- 
tion or the Eastern College Athletic Conference. 

We do not provide what is known in athletic 
quarters as “tree rides — that is. completely subsi- 
dized college educations. There ts a limitation on the 
total amount each institution may use for financial 
aid to athletes. which takes into account differences 
in fees for both in-state and out-of-state students. 
Considerable flexibility is left to the Imdividual 
institution within the overall monetary limits estab- 
lished. 

MONEY AND CLUBS 

It is my feeling—shared by some, but not the 
majority of my colleagues in the Yankee Confer- 
ence—that some increases in the overall amount 
allowed would be desirable. I think this is essential 
to make us competitive with the type of teams we 
are now playing in our schedules outside the Yan- 
kee Conference. 

I have been asked about my opinions on club 
or so-called “minor” sports. 

We are very proud of what our sailing teams 
have accomplished and I have urged continuing 
Support of this activity since I became president. 
However, athletic department funds are limited. 
They are based upon student fees and on attend- 
ance at sporting events where admissions are charg- 
ed—namely basketball and football. 

If we had unlimited funds, I would expect the 
athletic department to support these minor sports 
more generously. 

But unless students are willing to increase the 
present athletic fee, I can see only modest support 
for the so-called minor sports new to the campus. 
I hope soon that the athletic department will be 
providing some help to crew. 

There are a few other sports, especially hockey, 
which I trust we will eventually have at URI. 

Initially, it is good that sports begin as club ended 





vors and that some of the students—few though 


they may be—demonstrate a genuine interest in the 
activity before it becomes part of the official alli- 
letic program.
